LONDON, Oct. 4.—Portuguese Royalists 
declare that the monarchy will be re-es- 
tablished in the nerthern part of Portugal 
to-morrow, the arniversary of the revo- 
lution that overthrew King Manuel. A 
meraber of the colony which has. estab- 
lished itself around Manuel at Richmond, 
stated that cablegrams received this 
morning announced that in the greater 
part of North Portugal were bands of 
Royalists who occupied the towns of 
Chaves, Gufmaraes, Barra, and Barranca. 

On the other hadd, Republican circles 
say that Chaves and the ather parts of the 
north are quiet. The Richmond colony 
tras beer’ watching with interest the re- 
cent attempts on the northern frontier 
to re-establish the monarchy. Several 
times success ‘was believed to have been 
in sight only fo be frustrated et the last 
moment either through the interference of 
the Spanish authorities or by the prem- 
ature disclosure of their plans. 

Ex-King Manuel, who has been the 
guest of the Earl of Lonsdale, at Lowther 
Castle, in Penrith, brought his visit to an 
unexpected early termination, leaving the 
castle at midnight for Richmond, where 
he arrived to-day.

MBEXICO CITY, Oct. 4.—Bl Pais to-day 
publishes a sensational telegram from 
San Antonio, Texas, to the effect that 
the followers of Gen. Reyes and the de- 
‘posed President, Gen. Dias, have estab- 
lished a junta in that city and await the 
arrival of Reyes. The telegram permits 
the inference that a new insurrection is 
to be begun.

He Was Dennis A. Carey, a Bartender | has 


—Left Home with Three Men. 


The man found murdered in a box car 
in. Newark, N. J., on Sept. 20 was identi- 
fied yesterday as Dennis Archibald Ca- 
rey, a bartender, who lived at‘82 Second 
Street, Manhattan. The identification 
was made by means of a photograph of 
the dead man and by his clothing, which 
was recognized by his wife. <A tattoo 
mark on the right arm. and a broken toe 
on the right foot, which Mrs. Carey told 
of, were recalled by Capt Carroll of the 
Newark Detective Bureav. as tallying 
with the body found in the car. 

Mrs. Carey could throw no light on the 
identity of the slayers of her husband, 
however, except to say that on the night 
of his disappearance from home, a few 
days before his body was found, two 


men had called at their home and asked is 


Carey to accompany them to Bellevue 
Hospital. One.of these men was short, 
with a wound over one eye, which he said 
had been made by a snake bite. The 
three men left the house together, and 
Mrs. Carey never saw her husband again. 

Carey was the son of Dennis Archibald 
Carey, a retired Sergeant of Police in 
Boston, and has a brother, the Rev. Jo- 
seph Carey of the Church of the Heavenly 
Gate in Boston, and a sister, who isa 
nun in that city, according to Mrs. Carey. 
The couple were married in the City Hall 
here nine years ago, and hed been en- 
tirely happy together, Mrs, Carey de- 
clared.

GOES TO ASSEMBLY TO-DAY 


Democratic Léader Says He'll Put It 
Through in Twenty Minutes— 
Dix Expected to Sign.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 4—After tinker- 
ing all day, with the Ferris-Blauvelt Di- 
rect Nominations “bill, which is\charac- 
terized by many sincere friends of di- 
rect primaries at the Capitol as a meas- 
ure for “the perpetuation of bossism 
under the protection of statutory enact- 
ment” the Senate late this evening passed 
that measure by a vote 27 to 19, Two 
Democrats, Senators Saxe of New York 
and Loomis of Erie, and all the Repub- 
licang present, voted against it. The bill 
will be sent to the Assembly for con- 
currence to-morrow, and when it has 
been disposed of in the Lower House it 
is proposed to adjourn sine die, the long- 
est legislative session in the history of 
this State. 

While some of the Democratic Assem- 
blymen are declaring to-night that they 
will vote against concurrence when the 
bill. comes before the Lower House to- 
Majority Leader Alfred E. 
Smith expressed the opinion that it would 
take him about twenty minutes to “ put 
over” the Ferris-Blauvelt bill in the 
Assembly. The fact is that few of the 
Assemblymen, since the bill has been 
amended under the supervision of Sen- 
ator Thomas F. Grady, will know just 
what they are voting for when that 
measure is placed on third reading. A 
contributory factor for the promotion 
of haste, is the fact that every member 
of the Legislature.is utterly wearied of 
the protracted session and anxious to 
have it over with, 

It is considered a safe bet that Gov. 
Dix will sign the Ferris Blauvelt bill when 
it gets before him for final action, even

I think that 
the records will shew that there are more 
bank Presidents, bank cashiers, and other 
officens charged with crimes in relation 
to the banks than the lesser employes. 
For they are all employes, don’t forget 
that—all, from the President down to the 
runner.

It 
is still p»ssible that many of the Italian 
members will resign.

The executive committee submitted a 
resoiztion beginning: ‘“‘ The Inter-Parlia- 
mentary’ Council on Sept. 10. was com- 
pelled to postpone the conference, which 
should have met in Rome on this. date, 
on account of the epidemic of cholera 
now existing ‘n Italy. The council meet- 
ing in Paris to-day was called to take 
necessary steps for a later meéting. The 
conference finds itself taken by surprise 
by an entirely unexpected situation, and 
is of the opinion that under the circum-

WE AWAIT DEVELOPMENTS. 


No Step Toward Mediation Unless It 
Is Sure to be Welcomed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4-—State De- 
partment officials to-day frankly con- 
fessed that this country’s comparative 
inaction regarding the Turkish-Italian 
situation, pending further developments 
in Europe, was somewhat influenced by 


Turkey's failure‘ to define its position or 
even’ admit that a state of war exists.

Those Killed or Hurt In Fire Assumed 
Risks—Owners Not Negligent. 


The fifst indications of the defense of 
Max Blanck and Isaac Harris, owners of 
the Triangle Waist Company, in whose 
plant on Washington Place 145 persons 
lost their lives, was given yesterday, 


when their attorneys filed answers to 
several of the $500,000 worth of damageé 
suits brought against them by persons in-

In his autobiography Senator La 
FoLuerre says “a more brazen defi- 
ance of the law could scarcely be con- 
~ ceived” than the protest of the St. Paul 
Railway against the Granger laws 
Passed by Wisconsin in 1874. The 
Senator is ingenuous in making this 
statement. Almost in the same sen- 
tence he gives the words of President 
JALEXanDER Mrrcnett that the com- 

would disregard the provisions 
of the law “until the courts have fi- 
mally passed upon the question of its 
validity.” The Senator is not alone in 
~ his idea that to take a judicial inter- 
pretation of a statute is defiance of 
tt Laws recently have been passed 
forbidding aggrieved railways to take 
their case into court, and other laws 
ave been passed putting prohibitory 
penalties upon such action. Legis- 
lators speaking in their official ca- 
pacity have said that they would have 
‘their way with railways or would bank- 
Fupt them, and more than one State 
thas threatened a revival of the nulli- 
fication jmovement because a railway 
tested constitutionslity of a statute 
in @ Federal court. 

Attention is mot called to the Sena- 
ter’s remarks because of their per- 
sonal bearing, but because it is char- 
acteristic of the agitation both of 
those times and these. Now as then 
the railways are accused of defiance 
of the laws which if obeyed would, 
their authors assert, restore the pros- 
perity’ which all men desire. The par- 
aliel is interesting because there are 
signs.that once again the anti-railway 
campaign is to take the course it did 
on the earlier occasion. The Granger 
laws which were designed to produce 
prosperity were repealed in disgust 
“with their workings, and the repeal 
~ was followed by the prosperity which 
had not followed the enactment. It 
might be thought ghat the repeal and 
the enactment were of equal authority, 
and that the second thought might be 
considered. the better.

Out of laws covered by innocent head- 
ings the Campaign Committee of the 
Republican Club of New York has dug 
up two score “ jokers " concealing Dem- 
oecratic appropriations that amount, 
certainly, to $418,132, perhaps to con- 
siderably more.

Achievement. their attempts at 
prolonged flight all provide contemporane- 
ous history with a long chapter of acci- 
dents. Their fragile craft suffer injury 
more or less serious in a largé minority, 
if not a majority, of their landings, and 
the aviators themselves are so wonted to 
bumps and bruises that they pay no at- 
tention to anything less than broken 
bones. All this indicates that the aero- 
plane, though theoretically a successful 
machine and ranking high among the 
wonders of an age abounding in wonders, 
is not yet what can correctly be called a 
practical means of transportation. 

In other words, in spite of all our very 
pardonable exultetion over the achieve- 
ments of the Wrients and their imita- 
tors, men are -still experimenting with 
flight; rather than flying, and the con- 
quest of the air remains to be a triumph 
of the future. How little has been al- 
ready done is shown by the fact that be- 
fore the aviator ventures far from homé 
he must arrange for a special railway 
train, with a machine shop and a troop of 
skilled workmen on board, to keep as 
nearly under him ag possible and always 
to be ready, when he descends, to make 
elaborate repairs and substitutions. Ex- 
cept for the fact that the aviator himself 
is more likely to be. killed than hurt, 
doubtless each of these now familiar avi- 
ation specials would also carry a surgeon 
and a trained nurse or two. That they do 
not carry a Coroner is presumably due 
to thé restriction of that official's power 
by county lines.

Mr. Stover Was Prime Mover in Its 
Acquisition by the City. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment has taken another step toward ac- 
quiring an ocean park at Rockaway, I be- 
Heve it timely that the person who was the 
prime mover in the agitation for an ocean park 
for the city at Rockaway should receive the 
recognition. to which he is entitled, and that 
person is Park Commissioner Charles B. Stover. 

When the agitation was started by the Hast 
Bide Civic Club in May, 1904, Commissioner 
Stover Was the club's Secretary, and as Secre- 
tary and later President of the Kast Side Civic 
Club and later as President of: the Outdoor 
Recreation League, Mr. Stover devoted sevéral 
years’ time to the work of persuading the city 
officials te acquire this tract. 

A resolution was adopted en’ Oct. 18, 1907, 
by the Board of Estimate authorising con- 
Gemnation proceedings for the tract at Rock- 
away Park, but this being thé panic year the 
Board of Estimate on Nov. 1 in its policy of 
retrenchment adopted @ resolution instructing 
the Corporation Counsel to take mo further ac- 
tien toward acquiring a seaside park until in- 
structed by the Board of Hstimate, and I un- 
derstand this. resolution is still in force. 

For years the work of arousing public opinion 
and persuading the city of the necessity of ac- 
quiring Rockaway Park was almost entirely 
done by Mr. Stover. If the city had accepted 
the offer of Edward T. Hatch in May, 1906, of 
#00 acres for $1,000,000 in cash, (which offer 
was addressed to Mr. Stover, then President of 
the Outdoor Recreation League,) the city would 
have secured for less mohey twice as much 
acreage as it proposes buying to-day.

APPEAL FOR SEA ISLANDERS.|*% 


Thousands in Need Because of Storm 
That Swept Southern Coast. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The effects of the devastating storm of 
August 27 and 28 are more serious than at 
first believed. Reports from’ the storm- 
swept Sea Islands off the South Cprolina 
coast. show conditions that der 
médiate relief. 

On 8t. Helena Island, where the hurri- 
cane struck with’terrific fofce, the suffer- 
ing is great. The storm raged for thirty- 
six hours; the wind blowing some .of 
the time at the rate of 110 to 115 miles 
an hour. Houses were. blown down, 
bridges carried away, boats were sunk or 
carried so far inland by the tide that their 
recovery {is doubtful on account of the 
expense of removal, and the cotton crop, 
upon which the people depend for sub- 
sistence, is practically destroyed. Three- 
fourths of the island was flooded gp that 
farmers who are able to save from one- 
third to one-half their crop will be fortu- 
nate. 

Over. 100 families have lost everything— 
crops, horsés, and animals. Winter is 
coming with no hope of making another 
crop before next year, and the people of 
the island are facing a year of famine, 
want, and suffering such as they have 
not experienced since the great '98 storm. 
An unusual! amount of fever and sickness, 
due to the flooded condition of the island, 
adds distress to the situation. 

The Penn Normal, Industrial and Agri- 
cultural School is located on St. Helena 
Island, and has been the friend of these 
negroes for the last fifty years.‘ The 
school, which is doing all it can to help, 
has itself suffered damage to its build- 
ings and in loss of animals and crops. 
The loss is especially severe at thig time, 
when the school is putting forth every 
effort to raise a fund of $50,000 for the 
erection and equipment of industrial 
buildings which, it is hoped, will be eom- 
pleted to celebrate the fiftieth annivers- 
ary of this, the oldest of the negro indus- 
trial schools. This will open the door of 
industrial opportunity to the 7,000 negroes 
of St. Helena and to the people of the 
neighboring islands, which should miti- 
gate in the future such Sweeping disaster 
as has resuited from the recent storm. 

The Penn ool is the demonstration 
station of the United States Department 
of Agriculture ‘for the Sea Island district. 
Last year the farmers who followed the 
department instructions more than 
doubled their crops. This year they 
would have done better still, but the 
hurricane has swept away the labor of 
many months and left the people desti- 
tute. Now they are looking to the school, 
their oldest friend, for aid in this time of 
need, and the school sends out a most 
urgent appeal for relief for these suf- 
fering families.

Railroad Expenses Lower. . 
There are sighty-two railroads in ‘the 
United States pore than’ 500) 
miles each. The Burewu of Railway 
Economics has analyzed the of 
these. roads made to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission for the twelve months 
endei June 8 last with some interesting 
results.. 1t is shown that in spite of the 
general increases in wages and in many 
other items of operation ,twénty-four 
companies manage to reduce their oper- 
ating ratio last year. This figure is. ob- 
tained by dividing total -revenues ‘into 
operating costs. Most of the additions 
to the expense account fell ‘upon the 
transportation department, and only nine 
of the eight-two roads were able to reduce 
the proportion. of earnings spent for this 
purpose. Nearly all of the lines made up 
for part of their increases in wages by 
spending less on- their readbed and 
bridges, while a large number succeeded 
in reducing the cost of maintaining equip- 
ment as well.

Small Call for. New Capital. 

In.-September only $37,520,000 new 
stocks, bonds,-and notes,were issued .ac- 
cording to the compilation of The Journal 
of Commerce, which is not only the small- 
est total of any month this year. but the 
smallest monthly figures. shown: by the 
compilations in the years that they cover. 
Compared with 1910 there is a decrease 
represented of $24,931,950. Railroad issues 
account for $19,719,000 and the greatest 
falling off was in new bond issues, which 
were Only $12,600,000, compared with -$25,- 
885,000 in September of last year. Bond 
issues of industrial corporations increased 
by $1,051,000 to $10,501,000, but a falling 
off both in stock and note issues reduced 
the total of new industrial issues to $17,- 
801,000, which was $11,519,800 less than 
last year. The falling off in the new se- 
curity issues of the last few months, how- 
ever, has not been sufficient to cut down 
the lead already gained in 1911, Taking the 
year to date, that is to the end of Sep- 
tember, there have been total securities 
issued of $1,448,415,950, an increase of $213;- 
878,511 over 1910, and the largest aggre- 
gate of any year on record. Another in- 
dication of the recent halt in the demand 
for new capital is found in the statistics 
of incorporations in the Eastern States, 
compiled by the same authority. During 
September incorporations of concerns with 
$1,000,000 capital or over, including in- 
creases in capital, reached @ total of only 
$77,004,000, a decrease of $10,346,000 from 
the showing of August. This is an in- 
crease of $18,904,000 as compared with 
September, 1910. 


St. Paul’s Low Record. 


Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul stock, 
which was one of the weakest features 
of the market during the recent decline 


and one of the least responsive to the re- 


covery, sold at .105% yesterday, a new 
low record for the year. The stock has 


jnot been lower than this figure since the 
{first month of 1908, when the recovery 
from. the low leyel of 938%, reached during

CONSPIRACY, SAYS LAWYER 


Suggests That aybe the Explosives 
Were Put in the Prisoner’s Pocket by 
the Police to Make a Record. 


The two bombs which, the police say, 
were found jin the pockets of Angelo 
Cucchiara, who was arrested on Tuesday 
night by Detectives Cavone and Miccelli 
lat Fortieth Street and Second Avenue, 
proved yesterday each to contain enough 
explosive to téar a building to pieces when 
they. were examined in the Bureau of 
Combustibles at the foot of East Sixty- 
sixth Street by Inspector Owen Egan of 
the bureau. 

One of the bombs consisted of a ten- 
inch stitk of dynamite with a twehty-five- 
inch fuse. Between the fuse and the 
dynamite was some fulminite of mercury 
and a percussion cap. The principle on 
which .the “‘ bomb ”’ was planned to work 
was that the fuse would set off the ful- 
minite of mercury and the explosion 
cause the percussion cap to strike the 
non-combustible dynamite a blow that 
would cause it to explode. The second 
bomb consisted of a tube of oiled paper 
about a foot long. This, it was believed, 
contained gun cotton. 

Inspector Egan took both bombs to the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday to show 
to Magistrate Butts, before whom Cuc- 
chiara had been arraigned earlier in the 
day. 

‘““Both bombs are highly dangerous,” 
Inspector Hgan said. ‘If they were 


placed on the top floor of a building they 
would explode downward and tear the 
heart of the 5 right out, causing 
wreck and wounds, if not, indeed, death, 
on every side.”’ 

The two bombs will be produced again 
in the Yorkville Court as evidence against 
Cucchiara Rn morning when he is _ re- 
arraigned before Magistrate Butts. Cuc- 
chiara was arraigned yesterday morning. 
He is slim, clean-shaven, black-haired 
eg 2 years old, and was dressed in a 
ight brown striped suit. Detective Mic- 
celli, who took him to court, made a brief 
affidavit describing Cucchiara’s arrest 
and charging him with violating the new 
Sullivan law ‘which makes it an, offense 
to carry dangerous explosives without a 
permit. Cucchiara asked that ex-Assist- 
ant District Attorney John E. Brande be 
told of his plight. Mr. Brande is already 
acting as counsel for Costabile, the Black 
Hander who was arrested several weeks 
Q) at Prince and Elizabeth Streets, on a 
charge of having a dynamite bomb in his 
possession. Mr. Brande is counsel also 
for another alleged Black Hander named 
——. who was arrested the same day. 

er Brande had a long talk with 
cusunhane in Yorkville Prison yesterday 
afternoon. and afterward charged that 
not onl Ghoetlars but Costabile and 
Rigzo, the other alleged bomb possessors 
and Black Handers, were victims of a 
conspiracy by the Italian detectives, who 
put bombs in their pockets and otherwise 
“fixed up” cases against them to make 
Commissioner Waldo believe that the De- 
tective Bureau, which was re-established 
temporarily a few weeks ago, should be 
made Pareeeeent. 

“Cucchiara is only a boy and I have 
known him for four years,’ said Mr. 
Brande. ‘‘ He was arrested two years ago 
in an Italian murder case with five other 
Italians. I was en a to defend them. 
When they were arraigned Cucchiara was 
discha , nothing being found against 
ey Some of the others were convicted. 

Since that time the so-called Italian 
Squad of the Detective Bureau have been 
trailing Cucchiara. They arrested him 
again on suspicion recently, but had no 
evidence against and he was dis- 
charged in court. He was coming home 
from work at 6 o'clock last evening from 
the asphait company works: where he was 
emplo ~ ye and was nearing his home, 714 
Second Avenue, when the detectives seized 
him. His coat,was open and one of the 
detectives tried to shove something into 
one of his inner pockets. 

*** Shall we let him go or take him to 
headquarters?’ he understood one of the 
Gotetives to Bay. 

Here is the bomb,’ he says the other 
detective said while trying to push the 
bomb into his inside pocket. 

“They took him to headquarters, dis- 
played the bombs to the Lieutenant there, 
and locked him up for the night. It 
doesn't seem reagonable to me, and I 
don't believe the public will think it rea- 
sonable, either, that a man would be 
golng home from work at 6 o'clock in the 
evening with two bombs in his pocket. 
Cucchiara tells me he can produce the 
inspector at the asphalt works in which 
he is employed to prove that he was re- 
turning from work at the time he was 
arrested, 

“Why the so-called Italian Squad 
should be so active just now in trumping 
up charges against Italians may be un- 
derstood by a consideration of the recent 
history of the so-call Italian Squad 
itself. When Police Commissioner Waldo 
was first appointed he abolished the 
Squad because, he said, it wasn't doing 
any good and that ite members could be 
better employed on less comfortable but 
more necessary work. The members of 
the squad didn't like this and a reat 
number of mysterious ‘bomb explosions,’ 
most of which did no damage to speak of, 
began breaking out. Also there sprang 
up, largely from police sources, a lot of 
talk about the Black Hand and its dan- 
gers. 

“About a month ago Commissioner 
Waldo decided to revive the Italian Squad 
temporarily, but added that they would 
have to ‘show results’ very soon. So the 
Italian Squad started in to show results. 
Detective Carrao, of one branch of the 

squad, arrested Costabile in broad day- 
hght in a crowded section, and took him 
to headquarters, saying he had found a 
bomb in his pocket—as though bomb 
throwers were in the habit of going 
qoognd with bombs in their pockets at 


“Then Cavone, who belongs to another 
branch of the squad, not to be outdone, 
goes his rival detective one better, and 
arrests another Itallan—Cucchiara—say- 
ing that he had two bombs in his clothes. 
I believe that the Italian Detective Squad 
are arresting men whom they have long 
known merely as suspicious characters 
and are trumping up evidence against 
them.
